~ Tf this is true, how can you tell 
whether your partner, bid 
third hand, is’ bldding a. pay’ 
or’ has a real bid? - a 
Firat, If partnor’s, hand contain:

doos not ‘signify that he “holds a 
club sult—it is simply an opening 
bid, and unless partner re-bida
